The 


Who built the first ice house in 
Wilmington? No one, today, can 
answer that question with any de- 
gree of certainty. It is, however, 
fairly safe to assume that there 
were no ice houses worthy of the 
game until after the Civil War. 

The first indication of ice houses 
that can be found is in the 1870 
valuation list of the town. At that 
ime, a non resident, Baker Wil- 
fis Of Boston was listed as owning 
two ice houses and 11 acres of 
land. The ice houses were value 
at $1500 and the land at $220, and 
Mr. Willis paid a tax of $23.05 to 
the town. 

In the De Beers Map of Wil- 
mington, (1875) two ice houses, 
with a railroad track leading to} 
them, are shown, close by Silver 
Lake, and behind the present sit 
of the Mary Rogers School, We 
may presume that these ice houses 
are identical with those listed five | 
years previously. In the same map,

The ice houses themselves were 
in two blocks of seven houses 
each, with the railroad track im 
between them, (The railroad came 
down on a spur, from the Boston 
& Lowell, the roadway being still 
in existence). There was an engine 
house, with a steam engine, and 
there were two separate inclines, 
running down the lake, for the 
ice to be lifted up by, in thy win- 
ter, one incline to each set of 
houses. 

The engine house was in charge 
of a man known as “Pump” Ful- 
er. He lived in the house that is 
now owned by Irwin, on Church 
Street, adjacent to the brook, and 
“Kitty-corner” from the Methodist 
Church. Mr, Fuller, who was no 
relative of the present families 
of the same name, was the janitor 
of the Center School, when that 
school was Wilmington’s High 
School. 

The ice itself was cut, during 
the winter by neatly everyone in 
town. First the ice had to be mea. 
sured, for thickness, and qualit 
and when it was adjudged to be 
proper, a start was made by break 
ing the near the incline, and] 
then sawing out a channel, per- 
haps 20 feet long, from the in- 
cline, towards the center of 
lake. (It should be said that 
inclines extended about twenty 
thirty feet out irlto the lake, 
yieers, which were built for 
purpose.)

horse would draw a rer”, con- 


sisting of a single row of teeth, 
which would cut down deep’ into 
the ‘ice, being set for thickness, 
minus two inches. This scorer 
would be pulled back and forth, in 
lines about a yard apart, and then 
in second lines crossing the first, 
so as to “score” the ice into a 
gigantic checkerboard pattern. 

After the ice had been scored, 
@ man with an ice caw, which was 
very similar to a huge>cross cut 
saw, but with larger teeth, would 
“saw” his way down one of the 
sceres, in such a manner that 
“floats” or “rafts” about 4 or 95 
cakes wide, and 6 to 8 cakes long 
would be cut, These rafts would 
then be pulled down to the chi 
nel, there broken into single strips 
which strips would then go down 
the channel, and be split into sepa- 
rate cakes. Approaching the ii 
cline, these séparate cakes would 
be pushed onto the incline by two 
men, the “tenders”, whose job. it 
was to see that the ice was lifted 
up by the conveying machinery, 
without damaging the machine 
Damage could be, and sometimes 
was incurred, when the tenders 
were not alert, and a cake became 
jammed in the machinery. 

About each eight feet, in eleva- 
tion, from the incline, a level run- 
way led off, towards the ice- 
houses, each runway being used in 
turn, as the ice houses willed up. 

Cutting the ice for 14 houses 
must have consumed quite a_bit 
of time, and was quite an anxious 
period for the superintendents, For 
the townspeople, it was a period 
of fun and relaxation. Work never 
started until the morning “chores” 
had been done, on the farms, and 
always stopped in time for the 
farmers to get back home again, 
for the evening “chores.” There 

considerable skylarking, , and 
it was considered a great joke, 
after the pond had become large 
enough, to catch some unwary 
person on a raft, and push him out 
towards the middle of the pond, 
so that he was unable to get back, 
his “ice pole” being ‘too short. He 
would have to stand there, on his 
raft, sometimes for a few minutes, 
and sometimes for hours, until a 
kindly ‘breeze blew him towards 
the edge of the pond, If there 
was a breéze too soon, the other 
men would quickly push the raft 
back towards the center of the 
pond, that the unlucky victim 
would be forced to spend @ longer 
time in his lonely isolation 

There was really no danger to 
the individual who had been so 
trapped, because the foreman of 
the gang on the ice, who was 
known as “The Boss of the Pond", 
would always see to it that the 
victim was rescued in good time. 

After the ice had been harvested, 
there would soon be “new. i 
where the “pond” had been, Thi

sible, for, after Silver “Lake had| 
been harvested, a good many of the 
men took off for the other ice- 
houses, in New Hampshire. It was 
a bad year, when the ice had not 
been harvested by the first of 
January, and, actually, it was this 
very fact which led to the even- 
tual abandonment of the ice houses 
by their last owners, the Metro- 
politan Ice Company, of Boston, 
about 1903. The Metropolitan 
Company had had too many years 
in which the ice had not been har- 
vested until February, and this had 
played hob with’ their harvesting, 
elsewhere. 

After the ice was harvested, it 
was kept until summer time, at 
which time it was loaded in rail- 


road ‘cats and sent to Boston, tor 
use in “icing” the fishing boats, 
bound for the Grand Banks, 


Each ofthe houses would dis- 


charge the ice, down a ramp of 
wood, onto a platform, beside 
which was: the railroad car. As 


each ‘car was filled; it would be 
pulled away by -a team of enor- 
mous horses, who by experience 
had. learned the best way to move 
a railroad car, They would lean 
into their harness, easily, and 
then, suddenty give a heavy 
“funge”, which would start the 
car moving, after which the horses 
were able to keep the car moving, 
without any trouble, 

About the year 1903, the date is 
not certain, the Metropolitan Ice 
Company was unable to harvest 
any ice, and that company gave 
up operations at Silver Lake. Per- 
haps the stopping was at first in- 
tended to be temporary, but, actu- 
ally, no work was ever done again. 
’The ice houses were pulled down, 
about the time of the first World 
War, and enormous piles of saw- 
dust remained, which sawdust 
would catch on fire, two or three 
times a day, during July and Au- 
gust, because of spontaneous com- 
bustion. Whether or not there was

Office). Fred Eames bought land 
by the lake, from Horace Caswell, 
who lived in the big house, at tne 
corner of Glen Road and Main 
Street, and on this land Fred plan- 


ned three icehouses, the founda- 
tion stones being laid by Peter 
Neilson, in 1911. 


Fred, however, did not build the 
ice houses and in 1914 he sold’ the 
land to Walter Hale, and_ that 
gentleman built them, and for a 
good many years, sold ice,” by 
means of a huge heavy covered 
wagons, painted bright yellow, with 


a canvas cover, in all parts of 
Wilmington. 

Walter Hale had a_ prosperous 
business, selling ice. Each morn- 
ing, about the time of the first 


war, and for ten years following, 
during the summer, about 5 or 6 
wagons would be loaded with ice, 
and start off to make the rounds 
of Wilmington’s homes and stm- 
mer camps. The drivers, who were 
often young fellows out to make 
a few pennies, would sometimes 
be guilty of retaining a portion 
of the sales money, for their own 
use, 

There was, as a matter of fact, 
“smart aleck” saying of the 
time, “A quarter for Walter, and 
w nickel for me!" Of course, only 
a few of the drivers actually 
pocketed any of the money, and 
the great majority of them were 
honest men. 

Walter Hale lived in the house 
at the corner of Church Street and |

now lives, and he later built a home} 
near his coal yard, on Clark Street 
(the present home of Dr. Fagan)

“Painted lines on Massachusetts 
igh’ are es for mot- 
and pedestrians!” 


Chief of Police Paul Lynch of 
Wilmington and Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles, Rudolph F. King, 
in a joint statement made today, 
call public attention to the fact 
that maximum safety benefits 
from these white lines can be rea- 
lized only when all highway users 
—motorists. and pedestrians—un- 
derstand their meanings, and ob- 
serve them, 

“The system of road markings 
used by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works under the direction of 
Commissioners William F. Calla- 
han on state and commuity high- 
ways is in accord with established 
uniform standards,” stated Chief 
Lynch and the Registrar, “The 
white lines can easily be jnter- 
preted by any motorist and, if 
obeyed, will be of primary impor- 
tance in reducing highway acci- 
dent frequency in this common- 
wealth.” 

Last year 5138 miles of white 
lines were painted on our state 
highways. These white lines have 
the following meaning

“Every  safety-conscious motor- 
ist should make it his business to 
know what highway markings 
mean,” said Chief Lynch and Re- 
gistrar King “and the unceasing 
campaign to make Massachusetts 
highways safe will derive great 
support when everyone takes time 
to learn-and heed-the legends of 
these life-lines for motorists and 
pedestrians.”
